Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to claim 1 do not reduce the issues for appeal, since it is meant to reduce redundant 
language within the claim. However, the new amendments also creates a claim objection and, possibly, a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph rejection, since the new language recites "the value has at least three states to represent the at least two..." and does 
not complete what "the at least two" is referring to. 



Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant argues "The cited portions of Kernighan teach a compare routine written in C. Typically, with any 
high level language, there is a 1-to-many correspondence between the code and the machine language instructions. The code must be 
compiled to machine language, and may result in any number of resulting machine language instrucitons. There thus may be any 
number of sub-instructions necessary to perform this functionality." This has not been found persuasive. The claim language, taking 
claim 1 as example, states "a processing core that executes a compare instruction... the comparison logic test for at least two of a 
following relationships with the compare instruction alone..." There is nothing in the claim language that states that the compare 
instruction is a machine level instruction. The broadest reasonable interpretation for the "compare instruction" language is any type of 
instruction that compares elements. Kernighan has taught the strcmp instruction that compares two strings and returns a value that has 
three possible states, as is recited in the claim. 
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
